GOLD .VNJJ GL.V.SS L''r>u.—For two thous- 
and years the art of fusing gold and 
other metals in glass has been lost. 
In 


ancient Egypt, three centuries before the 
Christain era, workmen were adepts at 
fusing into glass colored mosaics and 
gold, and Koine in the days of Aurclius 
imported vases with blue and white 
grounds and festoons of colored glass, 
Gradually the art became less and less 
known until finally the secret was lost. 
Iu the sixteenth century the Venetians 
made some very imperfect attempts to 
revive the art of manufacturing niurrhiua 
glass, but the effort was soon abandoned, 
and the secret has slumbered until this 
nineteenth century of progress, when it 
has been rediscovered by Theodore D. 
Farrall of Brooklyn, who recently in the 
presence of a number of scientific gentle- 
men showed that lie Imtl salved the prub- 
lem of amalgamating metals with glass, 
and was able to offer for their inspection 
a number of designs in vasa murrhina. 
This beautiful glass, thus for the first 
time manufactured 
on the American 


continent, differs materially from 
any 


other produced in modern times. 
Its 


surface is incrusted with pure gold and 
silver by fusion and presents a rich ap- 
pearance, so closely resembling the- for- 
mer priceless specimens ol 
Venetian 


glass that it is diilictilt to detect that of 
American manufacture from the formei'. 
Mr. Karrall also exhibited specimens of 
latticino threads of white and colored 
glass, 
arranged 
in 
lengths 
which 


excelled the old Venetian work by the 
introduction of gold. 


Iu his experiments—covering a num- 


ber of years—Mr. Farrall has made many 
unexpected and important discoveries, 
one of which is that of a beautiful green 
tint, specimens of which were shown. He 
lins also solved the problem of the union 
of glass with porcelain and kindred sub- 
stances. 


A CLASS WITH xo FniKNDS.—The ne- 


groes arc being educated more rapidly, 
in large portions of the South, than are 
the people 
known as "poor whites." 


More interest is felt and greater efforts 
are made in behalf of the negroes than 
for this class of white people. 
The ne- 


gro has tho advantage of being in the 
world's eye and mind. He is somewhat 
picturesque, and occupies a position, of 
historic interest. He has powerful friends. 
The poor whites have no friends; there 
is no picturesqueness, no historic interest 
connected with their situation. 
The 


leading white men ofthe Southern States, 
Democrats, seem to me to feel a more 
kindly interest in the negroes than in 
this class of poor people of their own race. 
They know much more 
about them. 


Greater effort is likely to be made, for a 
long time to come, for the education and 
improvement of the negroes than for thc 
advancement of the poor whites ; and yet 
the class is not at all so dsgraded or so 
worthless as is popularly believed. These 
people are primitive in character, and in 
the conditions and methods of their life, 
but they are not degraded. 
There is, 


however, great danger that many of them 
will be debased under the changed condi- 
tions of the new order of things in the 
South. No other class in that portion of 
our country is so little understood, or 
would better repay careful study. 
It is 


highly important that the attention of 
thoughtful, philanthropic and 
patriotic 


men, both North and South, should be 
directed to their position and probable 
tendencies in relation to the new life of 
the country in which they live. 
In blood 


and inherited qualities they are not, gen- 
erally, vicious or low. But they have no 
friends, no sympathy, either 
north or 


South".—August Atlantic.

Large portions of our 
State are now being utilized for truck 
farming, and this kind of farming, you 
know, is in the direction of small farms. 
As our transportation facilities increase 
we shall turn our attention more and 
more to raising vegetables and tropical 
fruits. 
I think the time is not far dis- 


tant when we shall supply the Northern 
market with early vegetables and fruits. 
This year we sent North tomatoes, green 
peas, cucumbers and other delicate vege- 
tables as early us Feb. 1. We also ship- 
ped strawberries as early as that date. 
The culture of strawberries is increasing 
very rapidly, and they are found to be a 
very profitable crop. There are portions 
of the State where delicate vegetables 
can be raised every month in the year." 
The best of it is that-as a rule these 
small farms are owned by those who cul- 
tivate them. 


THE ORIGIN OP THE SLEEPING (IAR. | 


Mr. W. Barnot Le Van, 31. 


Philadelphia, says : 


"From all accounts, no doubt, Napo- 


leon I. used, in 181, 
r>, the first 'sleeping, 


dining-room, and parlor car' that ever 
was built. 
This car, or chariot, was taken 


at Waterloo, and was presented to the 
Price Regent of England, by whom it was 
afterward sold to .Mr. Mullock for $12,- 
fiOO. 
It eventually found its way to Ma- 


dame Tussaud's wax-work 
exhibition, 


London, where it may still be seun. This 
very curious and convenient chariot of 
the First Emperor was built by Symons, 
of Brussels, for the Russian campaign, 
and is adapted for the various purposes j 
of a pantry and a kitchen, for. it has ! 
places for holding and preparing refresh- j 
ments, which, bv the aid of a lamp, could j 
be heated in the carriage. It served also I 
for a bedroom, a dressing room, an oilice, 
etc. 
The .seat is divided into two by a 


partition about six inches high. 
Tlin ex- 


terior of this ingenious vehicle is in the ! 
form and dimensions of our large coaches, 
except that it has a projection in front of 
about two feet, the right hand lull' of 
which is open to the inside to receive the 
feet, thus forming a bed, while the left 
hand half contained a store of various 
useful things. 


"Beyond thc projection in front, and 


nearer to thc horses, was the seat for the 
coachman, ingeniously contrived so as to 
prevent the driver from viewing the in- 
terior of the carriage, and yet so placed 
as to affiird those within a clear sight of 
the horses and of thc surrounding coun- 
try. 
Beneath this se.it is a receptacle for 


a box, about 2i feet in length and 4 inches 
deep, containing a bedstead of polished 
steel, which could be fitted up in a couple 
of minutes. 
Over the front windows is a 


roller blind of strong painted canvas, 
which, when pulled out, excluded rain, 
wuile it admitted air. 
(This might be an 


advantageous appendage to our present 
car windows ns well as carriages.) 
On 


the ceiling of the carriage is a network 
for carrying small traveling requisites. 
In a recess there was a secretaire 10 by 
'28 inches, which contained nearly a hun- 
dred articles presented to Napoleon 1. by 
Marie Louise, under whose care it was 
fitted up- with every luxury and conve- 
nience that could be imagined. 
It con- 


tained besides the usual requisites for a 
dressing box, most of which were of solid 
gold, a magnificent breakfast, with plates, 
candlesticks, knives, forks, spoons, n 
spirit lamp for making breakfast in the 
carriage, gold case for Napoleon's gold 
wash-hand basin, a number of essence 
bottles, perfumes, and an almost infinite 
variety of minute articles, down to pins, 
needles, thread, and silk. 
Each of these 


articles were fitted into recesses most m- 
geniously contrived, and made ui the solid 
wood, in which they were packed close 
together, and many one within the other, 
in such a narrow space that, on seeing 
them arranged, it appeared impossible for 
them ever to be put into so small a com- 
passed. 
At the bottom of his toilet box, 


in divided recesses, were- 'J,000 gold Na- 
poleons (§7,70(1); on the top of it were 
writing materials, a looking glass, combs, 
Otc, !l l i q i l i n - o:,m> which h:ui two hntth'S. 
one Malaga wine, the other of rum ; a 
silver sandwich box, containing a plate, 
knives, spoons, pepper and salt boxes, 
mustard pot, decanter, glasses, etc.; a 
wardrobe, writing desk, maps, telescopes, 
arms, etc.: a large silver chronometer, 
by which the watches of thc army were 
regulated : two 
merino mattresses, a 


green velvet traveling cap, also'a diamond 
head dress (tiara), hat, sword, uniform, 
and an imperial mantle, etc." 


THE IMITATIVE HEATHEN. 


The Chinese have wonderful powers of 


imitation, and 
they rely mainly upon 


these for their success iu service, and 
upon these it depends. They give their 
best endeavors to imitating exactly thc 
mode of their instructor. As an example 
of this, I was once teaching a Chinaman 
in my employ to make biscuit, nnd after 
cutting them in form there was a small 
bit of paste left, which I plaeed'careless- 
ly in the corner of the 'pan. "John," 
during a service of two years, never 
missed the bit in the corner. The same 
hoy was particularly anxious to learn 
stocking darning, -and 1 at length con- 
sented to instruct him in that delicate 
art. 
The stocking selected for the first 


lesson chanced to be brown in color. 1 
gave him a needle threaded with blue, 
and he ever after believed that brown 
hose were to be mended with blue. 


The Chinese will also often imitate the 


voice and manner of the people with 
whom they live, and that, I am satisfied, 
without any attention of impertinence or 
humor. 
The Chinaman in my employ 


gave a curious illustration of this. 
One 


member of the 
family was a musical 


young lady who who was near-sighted and 
somewhat given to-vanity and affectation. 
1 had often seen "John" watching her 
with considerable quiet interest, but was 
not then aware how closely he had copied 
her young-lady airs. (hie morning "John" 
was sent to dust a room in which were 
several musical instruments. As 1 passed 
the door, which was slightly ajar, I heard 
a discordant twanging of guitar stiings. 
Peeping in, I discovered him in approved 
troubadour attitude, witha sheet of music 
before him, and attempting to sing Schu- 
bert's "Serenade." lie could remomber 
no more than "Thlough the Tlecs," then 
he would begin again. He looked and 
acted so much like one who was accus- 
tomed to sing it that I stole away to call 
some of the others to participate in my 
enjoyment. 
When we reached our post 


of observation, "John" had given up the 
gui&u and was seated at the piano with 
stiff back and elevated wrists, pretend- 
ing to plav an 
accompaniment. He 


would stop playing and settle his imagi- 
nary skirts, then pretend to readjust his 
eye-glasses, then turn over the leaves of 
music, and peer at them with his nose 
almost buried in the pages. After strik- 
ing a few more discords, he daintily 
stroked his imaginary "bangs," toyed 
coqucttishly with the "bangles" which 
were not on his wrist, then raising his 
face toward the gentleman supposed to 
be standing beside him, and putting on 
what was intended for a captivating 
smile, struck up "Take back the Heart 
that thou Gavest." We could endure no 
more, but burst into hearty laughter.— 
Philadelphia Presx.

GUMPTION. 


Mr. Kdw,.rd Atkinson, of Boston, re- 


cently addressed 
the members of the 


Golden Hranch Society, of I'hillips Kxe- 
ter Academy, upon "What Advantage 
Does an American liny Possess '" Mr. 
Atkinson urged that the young men who 
arc soon to become thc workers and con- 
trollers in the business of life should be 
careful not to become one sided, and not 
to lose the "gumption" which every Yan- 
kee boy ought to possess-, and which does 
not form a part of the curriculum of the 
school or college, but is developed or lost 
in that part of the process of education 
which is outside iho books and indepen- 
dent of the teacher. 
Gumption is that 


power of applying the work of the hand 
and the brain together under the quick 
application of the will, which makes a 
boy or a man ready for any emergency, 
and enables him to decide at a glance, or 
with a single thought, the right way of 
doing something. 
In the old time, al- 


though the organisation of the schools was 
not as perfect as it is to-day, and ilthouyh 
the teachers were perhaps not as compe- 
tent as those of modern time, while the 
variety of instruction was far less, there 
was no less number of able and capable 
men among the graduates of schools and 
colleges in proportion to the uhule num- 
ber of pupils than there is to-day. 
The 


necessity which was imposed on thc rich 
and poor alike to do some part of the 
work of life with their own hands, while 
they were attempting to develop -their 
powers, worked in tin; direction of that 
readiness and versatility which we call 
gumption. 
It is obvious to men who 


have been engaged from very early years 
in the active work of life, and have been 
charged with thc duly of .selecting men 
to fill import int places, that the number 
of school or college graduates who have 
been adequately prepared to apply their 
instruction to immediate use constitutes 
a painfully small proportion of the whole 
number. 
It may he admitted that the 


only true result of school and college 
training is to enablea young man to know

lion which must form part of his life, and 
which will end except with life, hut it 
ought not to h ippen that the method of 
preparation is so ill-advised that it dis- 
qualifies Iho graduate in a measure for 
the work which he must do.

school and college an orgaui/.ed s\»tem of 
sports as a means of developing manual 
dexterity, 
urging the development of 


hand and brain together.

throughout was an arjjnmcnt in favor of | 
students endeavoring to acquire not only 
thut knowledge that will enable.them to 
design, but the gumption which facili- 
tates the ready application of knowledge 
to the thc execution of design in what- 
ever work may demand their attention 
and effort.

mingled tact and piety of thai eminent 
man. 


Although Wesley, like Hie Apostles, 


found that his preaching did not greatly 
effect the mighty or the noble, still he 
numbered some families of good .position 
among his followers. It was at the house 
of one of these that the incident here re- 
corded took place. 
Wesley had been 


preaching ; and a daughter of a neigh- 
boring gentleman, a girl remarkable for 
her be.uity, had been profoundly 
im- 


pressed by his exhortations. 
After the 


sermon Wesley-was invited to this gen- 
tleman's bouse to luncheon, and with 
himself one of his preachers was enter- 
tained. 
This preacher, like many of the 


class at that time, was a man of plain 
manners, and not conscious of the re- 
straints of good society. 
The fair young 


Methodist sat beside him at the table, 
and he noticed that she wore a number of 
rings. 
During a pause in the meal the 


preacher took hold of the young lady's 
hand, and raising it in the air, called 
Wesley's attention to the sparkling jew- 
els. 
"What do you think of this, sir," 


he said, "for a Methodist's hand '" 


The girl turned crimson. 
For Wesley 


with his known and expressed aversion to 
finery, the question was a peculiarly awk- 
ward one. But the aged 
evangelist 


showed a tact which Chesterfield might 
have envied. 
He looked up with a quiet, 


benevolent smile, and simply said "7'ft« 
liaivl is very beautiful." 


The blushing beauty 
had expected 


something far different from a reproof 
wrapped up with such felicity in a com- 
pliment. 
She had the good sense to say 


nothing ; but when, a few hours later, 
she again appeared in Wesley's presence, 
the beautiful hand was stripped of every 
ornament ,'\:';it th.i'.i- which nature h.id 
gi, ''ii.

Cook, of Bucks 
couirty, went on a business trip to Doyles- 
town on October 5, 1878. When he 
jumped off the cars at Doylestown and 
bid his friends a cheery goodby that was 
the last seen of him until a few days ago. 
)Iis family and friends mourned him as 
dead, and his wife and children have 
since moved to Trenton, N. J. 
A few 


days ajo David Cook, brother of William 
who lives at Edgewood, was thunder- 
struck upon receiving a letter from the 
insane asylum at Lewiston stating that 
his long lost brother was dangerously ill 
at that institution. 
His brother had no 


difficulty in recognizing him. 
He was 


taken to Edgewood, his wife and children 
summoned, and by nursing he was re- 
stored to 
comparative 
health. 
The 


strange part of the story is that Mr. Cook 
remembers nothing about his visit to 
Doylestown four years ago, and all recol- 
lections of his life during that time have 
been blotted from his memory. His hair 
has become as white as snow, and al- 
though only forty-eight years of age lie 
has the appearance of a man of eighty. 
His illness at Lewiston appears to have 
restored his reason, and he gives the fol- 
lowing strange solution of the mystery :— 
After leaving home on the morning of the 
15th of October, 
1878, he remembers 


nothing until he awoke one morning in 
Bloomfield, and then all of his previous 
life was a blank; He could recall noth- 
ing. 
Did not know who he was or that 


he had cither family or friends. The peo- 
ple among whom he found himself gave 
him work, and for some time he acted as 
bartender at a hotel in Bloomfield. After 
that ho moved to Newport, where for 
over two years he was a runner for the 
Gantz House there, and was known far 
and wide as old General Hill, he having 
taken the name of William Hill, having 
forgotten his own. About a month ago j 
he went over to Mat'awanda, but bow he | 
got there or why he left Newport he can- 
not tell. At Matawanda he was taken 
violently ill with brain fever, and was re- 
moved 'in a delirious condition to the 
hospital at Lewiston. 
In his delirium he 


spoke of his wife, his brother David at 
Edgewood and of his sister, and the sup- 
erintendent of the hospital at once noti- 
fied them, with the result already related: 
Previous to his disappearance Mr. Cook 
had held prominent public positions in 
his section of the State. He had a few 
years before been made Prothonotary of 
Montgomery county, and in the spring 
previous to his disappearance was a dele- 
gate to the Democratic State Convention, 
and took a prominent part iu the nomina- 
tion of Judge Ross for the Supreme 
Court. In 1870 he moved to Philadel- 
phia with his frmily, and lived at'Sevehth 
and Oxford streets.

On Tuesday, upon the farm of William 


P. Crozier, at Pennsbury, in 
Penn's 


Manor, the quarterly meeting of the 
Bucks County Bi-centennial Association 
was hold. The people began to flock 
llioro about ten o'clock in tlie morning. 
.Most of the attendants were farmers and 
their families, except ttie delegations 
from Bristol and Doylestown. Nearly 
every portion of the county was repre- 
sented, sonic persons driving over all 
tho way from Scllcrsville, and from other 
fur-away sections of the county. Con- 
sidering the character of the celebration, 
and the fact that the place selected for 
it is noted as the place where William 
Penn first landed, aud where he had his 
country scat, it was quite appropriate 
that so many of the persons present were 
either members of the Society of Friends 
or closely identified with them. 
The day 


was warm and the 
roads exceedingly 
O J 


dusty, but inidur the big buttonwood tree 
close by the bank of the river, whore the 
exercises took place, it was as pleasant 
and comfortable as July weather' could 
be. 
People from fifteen different dis- 


tricts of the county were fanned by the 
gentle breeze which blew over the his- 
toric river to this historic place upon this 
historical occasion. 


Eleven o'clock arrived, and the meet- 


ing was called to order by General W. 
W. II. Davis, President of the Society. 
The minutes of the last meeting were 
read and approved, and the Secretary, 
Mr. Lyinan, an attorney-at-law in Doyles- 
town, read a paper, which was quite in- 
structive, upon the first settlers of Bucks 
county, giving especial attention to the 
McBnonites and Dutch, and describing 
many of their peculiarities. 
This brought 


the exercises face to face with dinner 
time, and a recess was taken so that lunch 
baskets could be investigated in an his- 
toric spirit, before the aroma of early 
country life had time to loose itself upon 
the "dessert" air. 
While the lunch is 


proceeding and little parties are scattered 
about in sociable gatherings, we can 
easily take a survey of the prominent per- 
sons present. 
General Davis, the histo- 


rian of Bucks and the veteran of two 
wars, has already been alluded to. 
Near 


him is his friend, John S. Bailey, of 
Buckingham, who would leave his dinner 
any day to examine a fossil or an Indian 
relic. 
His wagon on this occasion was so 


full of old Indian curiosities that his lunch 
was almost crowded out. 
One delicate 


little object of interest he brought was 
a section of the vertebrae of a mastodon, 
about the size of an ordinary grind- 
stone, and not unlike one in shape and 
color. 
Hugh B. Eastburn, and ever so 


many more Eastburns: County Superin- 
tendent Woodruff; Church of the Enter- 
prise ; William Stuckert, of Doylestown ; 
David H. Taylor, Morrisville; 
Charles 


\V. Taylor, of Trevose, the site of the 
oldest house in the county, and others 
were present "too numerous to mention," 
as the sale bills say. 
In the afternoon 


the exercises began with the reading of 
a very valuable paper relating to Indian 
life in the early days of the-county, be- 
force it was settled by the whites. 
John 


S. Bailey was essayist, and he made a 
very attractive object lesson of his theme, 
illustrating his remarks by a multitude 
of arrow heads, Indian mortars, toma- 
hawks, spear heads, etc., 
which were 


spread upon the table before him. Tlie 
most interesting portion of his remarks 
was that in which he described a curious 
stone ploughed up near Point Pleasant, 
in tliis county, in two pieces, each piece 
being discovered at different times, a 
year or so ago. 
The stone is not large 


when both pieces are united, but it con- 
tains a remarkable tracing of what looks 
like a mastodon, which is represented as 
being hunted by the Indians. 
The stone 


bears a number of other hieroglyphics, 
such as the sun, moon, and a number of 
stars, and some trees. The speaker gave 
his ideas of the significance of the trace- 
ries on both sides of the stone. 
He be- 


lieves the delineations prove the Indians 
and tho mastodon as being coeval away 
back in the centuries. This paper was 
followed by General Davis' historical epi- 
tome .of the "Life o£ William Penn at 
Pennsberry." It was written in a grace- 
ful and attractive style, and presented the 
great peacemaker and statesman-, and his 
surroundings, in a very life like manner. 
Many facts relating to Penn's life in this 
part of his possession were new to soine 
of those who had made his life a study. 
The essay was listened to with marked 
attention, and upon its conclusion was 
greeted with applause. 
Before General 


Davis had finished reading his paper, Gen- 
eral James A. Beaver, Republican candi- 
date for Governor, appeared upon the 
grounds, accompanied by Messrs. B. F. 
Gilkeson, E. G. Harrison, and others. 
He was introduced to many of the people, 


who, 
hearing of the distinguished arrival, 


were desirous of seeing what manner of 
man the General was. 
They saw a sturdy 


looking man, not far from six feet in 
height. lie wore a light colored Derby 
hat; a pair of spectacles, behind which 
sparkled his genial eyes, and got over 
the ground easily, and not ungracefully, 
by aid of a pair of crutches, and did not 
seem to mind that one leg of his panta- 
loons dangled empty. He received every- 
body cordially, and made a very good 
impression among all classes. The sturdy 
farmers grasped his hand in their horny 
handed way, and were pleased to feel a 
grip as vigorous as their own. 


By this time a great many more persons 


had arrived. 
From Bristol we noticed 


Messrs. William Kinsey, Ellwood Doron, 
Symington Phillips, Dr. H. Pnrsdl.-Mr. 
W. H. Grundy and wife, Mr. Joseph S. 
Peirce and wife, Mrs. Fanny Laing and 
Miss Carrie Laing. 


When the programme of the Bi-cen- 


tennial Society were ended, General Bea- 
ver was conducted to General Davis, and 
the two soldiers greeted each other heart.-ly, 
being old comrades. 
General Davis ib en 


introduced his friend to the audience as 
a "distinguished Pennsylvariian who had 
been nominated by one of the great par- 
ties as Governor." This was tha only 
political allusion that was made publicly 
by any one. 
The General upon being in- 


troduced, made a capital off hagd speec 
upon Pennsylvania history, as related i 
Wiliidrtl Penn, whom he denominated i 
"greater than his king and wiser than h 
king's counsellors." 
He attributed in 


great measure the simplicity of the cm 
toins of the State and its conservatism i 
standing steadfastly for right principles 
to the examples laid down by the grea 
Quaker settler. 
The address, though 


brief, was quite eloquent, and taking th 
fact into account that the General visitec 
the meeting unexpectedly and unprepare 
to make any remarks, his speech was a 
remarkable example of the power of con 
densing much meaning into few words 
As soon as the speech was ended, th 
hand shaking began again in earnest, anc 
although everybody was received will 
courtesy, and often with a good uatured 
remark, we could not help wondering 
whether the General did not regret thai 
it was not his right arm instead of his leg 
that had been shot off in the war. 


K TO UEMvK AL BF.AVEK. 


It was almost dark when General Bea- 


ver with Mr. Gilkeson and family, and 
Mr. Harrison returned to Bristol from 
Penn's Manor and sat down to supper. 
Soon after supper callers began to arrive 
and the party adjourned to Mr. Gilkeson's 
back porch, facing the river, where a 
general conversation was soon in progress 
in which politics may have been incident- 
ally alluded to. 
About 8 o'clock, how- 


ever, this agreeable conference was broken 
up by the approach of a portion of the 
Washington cornet band, which arriving 
in front of Mr. Gilkesou's residence began 
playing. 
A large concourse of people, 


including ladies, men, and the usual pro- 
portion of Young America, had in the 
meanwhile gathered. 
After hearing sev- 


eral pieces from the band, General Beaver 
and his friends left the back porch, and 
Mr. Gilkeson, throwing open his spacious 
front doors, introduced to the assembly 
"the next Governor of Pennsylvania." 
He was received with cheers and as soon 
as they subsided he began speaking, being 
listened to with the closest attention. 
His speech was as follows : 


"This, ladies and gentlemen and boys 


—for I see there are some of you here—is 
not the first time Gilkeson has introduced 
me in these words. 
I remember that he 


introduced me as the next Governor two 
years ago, in the Garfield campaign, at a 
meeting held in your wigwam. I hardly 
believed it then, but now I do. The 
first time I heard these words they seemed 
to take the starch out of me, and for two 
or three minutes I lost my head and blun- 
dered and stumbled like a schoolboy. 
But we get accustomed to all things in 
time, and I am now so used to this form 
of introduction that I don't mind it a 
bit. 
The fact is, there is some prophetic 


truth in the words." 


The General then alluded to the excur- 


sion of the morning, saying that the visit 
to William Penn's old house had given 
rise to thoughts of men and things of 
two hundred years ago. 


"Although I am a candidate—hold on, 


though ! there is a committee in Phila- 
delphia that may decide, to throw me over- 
board—I hope you won't expect me to 
say anything on political subjects. 
It is 


yet early in the campaign, and I hardly 
think it would be right or proper to begin 
stump speaking so soon. I would rather 
regard this as a social gathering of friends, 
meeting not on a platform of politics, but on 
" platform of goodfellowship. 
I was 


rny duty to the people and to tile Repub- 
lican party. 
Our friends, the Indepen- 


dents, are apt to magnify one man into 
a great power and to think that he fills 
the whole State. This is a mistake. Don 
Cameron is not a big man; he is a little 
man." [Cheers and laughter] 
I advise 


°'ir friend, the questioner, to remain in 
the party and fight him, if he pleases. 
One man is as nothing to a great party. 
11 any man thinks 1 would administer the 
government in the interest of any indivi- 
dual, ho don't know me. 
Let him ask 


my friends who do. I could not, and 1 
cannot pledge myself to organize my ad- 
ministration for the support of Mr. Cam- 
Jrou or any other man. He must fight 
bis own battles. 
1 cannot conceive of 


iny public man who would ha so base as to 
Jse his office to engineer tlie election of 
egislators in such a way as to insure the 
election to the Senate of any certain per- 
son. 
Iwas never in that line of politics 


and never will be."

General 
Beaver answered, " About 


50,000 as I look at things now." [Cheers.] 


The questioning having ceased, General 


leaver thanked the good people of liris- 
ol for the kind and hospitable reception 
ccorded him, and retired. Numerous 
alls were then made for a speech from 
VIr. Gilkeson. He appeared, and in a 
hort and enthusiastic speech, in which 
e compared the campaign of 1872 and 
he present one, and predicted a greater 
ictory than that which elected Ifartranft 
nd defeated Uuckaluw. His speech, 
hough of but a few minutes duration, 
ristled with good points and hard hits at 
le claims of Democrats previous to the 
lection, and the back seats they had to 
ake when the result was announced. Af- 
er several selections given by the band, 


crowd dispersed, and the General was 


riven rapidly to the depot to meet the 
.28 train for the city.
